THE SUPERVISING ARCHITECT SUSPENDED.

Wasninerton, D. C., Dec. 4.—The immediate 
suspension of Supervising- Architect Hill, pend- 
ing the trial of the Chicago indictment against 
bim, has been determined today. Secretary 
Sherman addressed a letter to Hull, stating that 
by order of the President he was compelled to 
suspend him from office pending the trial. This 
letter was handed this afternoon to Jadge 
French, Assistant-Secretary, to whom Hill more 
immediately reports, but up to a late hour had 
not been delivered to Hill himself. The Presi- 


dent, since his attention has been called to this 
matter, has decided.that Hill must be aus- 
Sherman was 


pended, although Secretary 
disposed to allow him to remain in 
office until the trial should begin. The point 
was made by the prosecution that an indicted 
person ought not to have charge of the office 
records pending preparation for trial, and that 
a suspicion at least of or control over or inter- 
ference with the records that might be a vital 
part in the case should be avoided. The an- 
nouncement of the intention to suspend Hill 
Was 
A GREAT SURPRISE 

to that gentleman, as he had confidently ex- 
pected at the Cabinet meeting of last Friday 
that he would be permittea to remain in office 
pending proceedings. Some Chicago Repre- 
sentatives called upon the President 
and insisted that Hill should 
not be in office pending trial, and 
that the people who have been so outrageously 
swindled by somebody in the construction of 
the Custom-House building would not be con- 
tent to have any favoritism shown to the indict- 
ed parties. 

Ex-Supervising-Architect Potter has not yet 
determined what eourse he will take in regard 
to his indictment. Clarkson N. Potter, his 
brother, 

WANTS A SEPARATE TRIAL 
for him, but as separate trials are scarcely pos- 
sible in conspiracy cases, and as Judge Blodgett 
has already indicated his intention to grant no 
separate trials, Potter will be obliged to take 
his chances with the rest of the indicted. 

It has been difficult to ascertain the circum- 
stances which have led to the summary suspen- 
sion of Hill. Officiais at the Treasury and De- 
partment of Justice have had a special injunc- 
tion laid upon them, and decline absolutely to 
say anything about the matter. They, indeed, 
refused to admit that any special counsel had 
been appointed, hours after the fact of the ap- 
pointment and the names of the persons select- 
ed had been published in Tun Farisunez. It is 
certain that it is pot due to amy action of the 
Department of Justice or of Sepgetary Sherman 
that the order of suspension wag issued. It is 
reported by the friends of Hill that 
REPRESENTATIVE ALDRICH UAS* BEEN ACTIVE 
in the matter; that he has cafled upon the 
President and obtained from the President a 
letter to Secretary Sherman, yhich letter 1s 
construed as an order of the, President for 
suspension.

IN THE HOUSE. 
CONDITION OF THE APPROPRIATION BILL. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasaineton, D. C., Dec. 4.—No. appropria- 
tion bills were ready, and, as the House is not 
disposed to enter upon any other business, there 
was a session of but one hour. In that bour 
the error resulting from a theft of one page of 
an enrolled bill in the Hot Springs appropria- 
tion last session was corrected, and an amend- 
ment adopted. This puts an end to a riug of 
speculators that has been determined to obtain 
possession of the Hot Springs property. 

APPROPRIATIONS. 

The business of the Appropriations Commit- 
tee isin an unusually satisfactory condition. 
Two bills were passed yesterday ; two will be re- 
ported to-morrow or Munday.

The appropriation bills generally are 
based upon the estimates of the departments, 
and those are founded upon the appropriations 
of last year. The Indian Appropriation bill 
will soon be ready, which will make six appro- 
priation bills that the Committee intend to pass 
before the holidays.

CHARTER OAK. 
Trial of the Former Officers of That Much- 
Plundered Insurance Company. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 


Haktrorp, Coun., Dec. 4.—The trial of the. 


ex-oflicers of the Charter Oak Life-Insurance 
Company, charged with conspiracy to defrand 
the policy-holders of the Company began in the 
Superior Court to-day. ‘Ihe accueed are Henry 
J. Furber, ex-Financial Manager, James C. 
Walkley and Edwin R. Wiggins, ex-Presidents, 
and Samuel H. White, ex-Vice President. 

A large attendance of spectators, including 
many insurance men, and Lieut.-Goy. Dor- 
sbeimer, of New York, was present. There 
was considerable delay in impaneling a jury, 
as this matter was 80 closely contested 
by both sides that the right of challenge 
was exhausted before the jury was completed. 
The indictment is a length document, occupy- 
ing an hour in reading. It is limited 
to three counts, charging, in substance that 
the accused conspired to get a controlling inter- 
est of the stock, for the purpose of defrauding 
the policy-holders and enriching therselves; 
that they made improper contract:, by which the 
Company was bied of large sums by the crea 
tion of new offices with exorbitant salaries; 
that they made tothe Insurance Department 
false returos of the assets and condition, over- 
estimating the former to the amount of $4,000,- 
000; that they paid a large sum to Chariton T. 
Lewis, of the Chamber of Life Iusuraner, at 
New xork, to receive his aid in improperly iuflu- 
encing Insurance-Commissioner Stedman to lu- 
dorse the changes that were made in 
the management, and to report the 
Company solvent when in reality insolvent. 
To all these the accused individually pleaded 
not guilty. After prelimmary statements by 
counsel, a single witness was called. His testi- 
mony was checked at the hour of adjournment 
by an objection to the introduction m evidence 
of the December (1874) report, which was made 
prior to the alleged time of the conspiracy. 
There is a large array of counsel, the State being 
represented by State-Attorncy Hamersly, the 
Hon. Lafayette S. Foster, of Norwien; aud John

People in New York Laughing at the Idea 
of Cornering the Wheat Crop.

New York, Dec, 4.—The Times says the story 
about James R. Keene and Rufus Hatch going 
to Chicago with $1,500,000 to corner wheat 
is a topic of much merriment on the Produce 
Exchange. With the enormous crop harvested 
this year, and the immense quantities constantly 
arriving, it is regarded as an utter 
impossibility for any man or men 
to successfully get up a corner in grain. Deal- 
ers say their Chicago confreres can furnish 
Keene and his associates with all the wheat they 
can pay for with cash or as much borrowed 
money a8 they can raise, and legitimate trade 
will not be disarranged to an appreciable extent. 
A temporary embarrassment in special grades 
at special times may be caused, but only 
speculators who may be short of the 
market will be hurt, and nobody cares 
whether they are or not. The 
truth is that Keene & Co. went heavily into an 
attempt to bull the market on winter wheat, 

articularly No. 2 red for November delivery, 

ut the newspapers exposed their game before 
they had an opportunity to unload, and they 
have now on hand about as much of that kind 
of wheat as they can manage. The present pur- 
chases of spring wheat are for the purpose of 
renewing the attempt to raise prices on 
that kind, which is comivg into market, 
aud thus afford the gamblers an opportunity of 
slipping out of the trap they set for themselves 
without too much loss. It is a desperate game, 
and the chances are all against its success.

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OUR TRADE WITH FRANCE. 


Important Report to the Baltimore 
Board of Trade-—Proposed 
New Treaty. 

bY 
Mr. Hodges Shows How Our 
Manufacturers Lose Miil- 
ions of Dollars. 


BatTmore, Dec. 2.—At the Board of Trade 
meeting to-day, Mr. James Hodges made a very 
ive statement which may prove of gen- 

eral interest. Mr. Hodges is a member of the 
arm of Hodges Brothers, the leading importers 
of the South, late United States Commissioner 
‘from Maryland to the Paris Exposition, and 
delegate from the Baitimore Board of Trade to 
the Franco-American Commercial Treaty Con- 
ference, beld in Paris iu August last. His views 
regarding the reciprocity treaty between France 
apd the United States are novel, to say the 


least. 
MR. HODGES’ ADDRESS. 

[ will proceed with the task before me. In 
July last, being in Paris, I received credentials 
from the Board creating me a delegate to the 
Conference to which I have referred, and which 
yssembled in that city on the 7th of August 
last. In my letter of acceptance of that unex- 

appointment I said: Whether it will 
the interests of our people to change 
the general tariff laws so far as to makea treaty 
of commerce with a foreign Power is a question 
of so much national gravity and so diversified 
jn lis effects upon the general welfare, and in- 
yolves so much investigation, that I must 
reserve my Opinion upon the wisdom aud 
of the act until I can obd- 
tain a better grasp upon the subject than [ 
pow possess. I can only say that, guing into 
the Conference wholly uniustructed by your 
Board. I shalt feel the greater responsibility for 
my words aud votes.“ Hence vou perceive J ac- 
eepted the appointment and undertook to dis- 
charge the respuusible duties you imposed oa 
without conditions of my own or instructions 
you. My first act was to learn as far as pos- 
the limited means at my command 
t and particulars of the trading inter- 
the two countries with each ocher. To 
ish this I dilicentle applied myself to 
study and investigation of the case, and 
WITH SUCII RESULT 
] shall now proceed to give previous to any 
discussion of the question of a trvaty. 

First—I discovered that the total exchanges of 

two countries for the fiscal year ending 30th 
of June, 1877, were $96,589,333, and the exports 
of the United Stetes to France during that year 
were $46,233,793, and that only $2,000,000 of this 
gmouut were of manufactured goods. 

Second—That during the same period the total 
exchanges between Great Britain and France 
were about $820.000,000, and that of this sum 

Britain exported to France about $200,- 

000. chiefly of manufactured goods, against

pited States to France. 

Third—That under the influences of the 
treaty of commerce between France and Great 
Britain, based on moderate tariffs, the aggre- 
gate increase in the exports and imports be- 
tween the two countries for the year 1876 over 
that of 1859, the year previous to the negotia- 
‘tion of the treaty, was about $163,000,000.

OUTLINES OF A NEW TREATY. 

But to the treaty. I do not pretend to say 
that the project agreed upon, some printed 
copies of which I mailed from Paris to Mr. 
President Miller, is perfect in all its provisions. 
On the contrary, I am inclined to believe that 
when the two Governments shall have submit- 
ted the matter to a practical Commission to 
construct a treaty itself they may discover de- 
fects in our project which escaped our notice 
and may bring to light some points of imprac- 
ticability which we did not perceive. Our work 
Was conventional aud suggestive only; we sim- 
27 formulated, leaving to diplomacy and legis- 
lation the completion of what we had begun. 
Now, looking around us at home, what do we 
perceive! Why, this conspicuous fact, that 
our manufacturing capacity has ontgrown the 
consumptive demands of the country. We 
are producing too much of almost every vari- 
ety of manufactured goods, aud we have the 
meaus of producing with sbort prepara- 
tion double the quantity needed for domestic 
consumption. If we would obtain relief we 
must make more foreign outlets for our surplus 
productions. I think that witbout that there 
can be no sharp revival of our national prosper- 
ity. Ex-Gov. Seymour has well said that the 
real question of the day is, What can we do to 
sellwhat we have and what we can produce? 
That is indeed the real question of the day, and 
how to solve it is worthy of the highest efforts 
of statesmanship. We have a vast country, and 
in it a great people, and our lawmakers spould 
begin to realize the lo!tipess of their duty aud 
the grandeur of their mission, and proceed with 
the gravity of statesmen to legislate tor a coun- 
try that is destined to become the great Power 
of the world. We have a country of cotton- 
growing lands of sutlicvient area to produce 
30,000,000 bales of cotton ber annum, and we 
have the means of raising wool, and hemp, and 
silk to an almost unlimited extent. We have 
unparalleled water-power, cheap fuel, skilled 
labor in abundance, and all the ele- 
menta of national power and wealth, 
sustained b, an individual energy 
and enterprise such as the world has never seen 
excelled at any period of its historv. Yet, with 
all these elements at work for us, handicapped 
as thev are by an oppressive tariff. wnat do we 
see in the marts of trade‘ Plethora and staygna- 
tion! What a combination as a basis of hard 
times! And yet that is our condition to-day. 

Now, we need a remedy for this, and I think 
it can be primarily found by creating new out- 
lets for our surplus productions, and the negotia- 
tion of a treaty of commerce with France will be 
a step in the right direction. 

FRANCE WANTS THE TREATY. 

As I have befor indicated, the movement in 
France in favor of a treaty amounts to a national 
interest. ‘The French desire to establish closer 
commercial relations with this country, with 
whose people they are sympathizing more and 
more every day in the sentiment of political 
fellowship. Shall we encourage then? 
To-morrow a great meeting in favor of 
the treaty will be held in Paris at the Tro- 
cadero Palace, and Sevator Oscar de Lafayette 
will preside, and Count Foucher de Careil, and 
MM. Reuben Fenton, and Edward Laboulaye, 
distinguished Senators of France, and Lion 
Chotteau will address the meeting. It wil! be 
a success. Thus, vou perceive, the Comite 
Francais means business. und are up and doing. 

Now, Mr. President, I have attempted io the 
brief address I have made to give you my rea- 
sous as your delegate to the Paris Conference 
for favoring a reciprocal treaty of commerce be- 
tween France and the United States. I trust 
they may be satisfactory. While I would be 
pleased, of course, to have my judgment iv- 
dorsed by the approval of the Board, lam cun- 
scious that I assumed the risk of its disap- 
proval when I agreed to act as its delegate with- 
out its instructions, and I now submit my action 
to its decision, promising not to compiam, what- 
ever it may be. ‘This decision will be incicated 
by the vote of approvai or disapproval which 
the Comite Francais has called upon this Board 


to give. 
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SILVER AND GOLD. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Curcaco, Dec. 4.—To many it may seem use- 
less further to discuss the silver question. 
But we should never cease to present it in 
different aspects until the end is accomplished. 
I desire to state a few incontrovertible facts: 

1. Labor and the products of labor, land and 
the products of land, now command but little 
if anything over one-half their former priccs, 
and in poor demand at that. This is the result 
of the gold standard which we have been for 
some time approaching and are now about 
entering upon, anticipated and discounted by 
that inexorabie law of finance which cousiders 
that to be already done which is about to be 


done. 

2. Actual resumption on a gold basis will not 
change matters, except to give the screw an 
extra turn, because, though the issuing of gold 
and withdrawing of greenbacks will not change 
the volume of the currency, but merely cause 
the gold and greenbacks to change places for 
the time being, still most of the gold will be 
hoarded, which would not be the case with the 
greenbacks. 

3. While all prices are cut down one-quarter 
to one-half, debts and taxes remain the same, 
and, as a matter of course, very little progress 
can be made in wiping out debts except by that 
process now in vogue, which wipes out the 
debtors also. Prosperous timer cannot return 
until the gold basis is abandoned, and a specie 
basis of goid aad silver is adopted. 

4. If this basis were adopted in this country, 
and we bad six hundred millions of silver coin, 
as France has and as we might have, or even 
the half of it, prices would at once revive, labor 
and property of all kinds would be in demand, 
and it would again be possible for debtors to 
pay their debts, and save their property in cases 
where it has not already Deen transferred to 
the lender. 

5. The only possible way to restore the specie 
basis of gold and silver, and to restore the equi- 
librium and equality in value of the two mevals 
is to restore the freedom of the mints to both 
equally. This can be done before the Ist of 
Jauuary if the people willit. But. if left to the 
operation of the present law, it will require 
twenty-five years to give us a coinage equal to 
that of France. How can the people make their 
voice heard in Congress! 

Let every map who can write his name hasten 
to send a letter to his Represcutatives and Sen- 
ators in Coogress, and they will certainly re- 
spect the popular demand.

ELECTRIC LIGHT. 

It Can Be Divided, bat Light by Incandes- 
cence Has Never Succeeded—Reasous of 
Its Failure—The Enormous Loss of Incan- 
descent Light When Divided—Can Edison 
Overcome This Difficulty ? 

‘ London Noture, Nor. 21. 

The English and American periodicals devoted 
to electrical stience now announce, ‘on author- 
ity,“ that the electric light discovered by Edi- 
son is a light by incandescence. If this be true 
there is nothing new or startling either in the 
discovery of the light or of its divisibility. 
Lighting by incandescence has been studied for 
a long time; indeed, it has been studied much 
more thoroughly than any other kind of elec- 
tric lighting. Thirty-three vears ago a method 
of producing and subdividing the licht was pat- 
ented in England by a Mr. King. The light was 
produced by heating to white heat in a vacuum, 
by means of the electric current, either pla- 
tinum or carbons; and, the specification adds, 
‘“‘when the current is of sufficient intensity, 
two or a larger number of licuts may be placed 
in the same (ircuit.“ For some years after this 
discoverv several improvements on King’s 
invention were patented in America, France, 
and England; but,“ says M. Fontaine. none 
of these appear more complete, more explicit, 
and more practicable than King’s; it is, then, 
useless to continue oug nomenclature.” The 
principle of lighting by Incandescence, although 
not neglected ur forgotten, seems to have made 
but little progress until 1871, when M, Lody- 
fine showed an experiment in the Admiralty 

Jockyard in St. Petersburg, when he divided 

the circuit into no less than 200 lights. This nat- 

urally made a great sensation at the time,—as 
great a sensation as that caused by Mr. Edison’s 
telegram of the 7th ult. The Academy of 

Science awarded to M. Lodyguine the large 

Lomonossow prize of 50,000 roubies. A com- 

pany was formed in St. Petersburg with a capi- 

tal of 200,000 roubles, and the excitement in 
then almost as great as 

witnessed in England late- 

ly. It was soon found, however, that 
Lodyguine’s discoveries, like those of his pre 
decessors in the same tield wers, after all, im- 
practicable, and that his illimitable division of 
the light, however ingenious, was only a fanci- 
ful experiment. Every penny subscribed to 
the company referred to was lost, and Lody- 
guine’s great discovery is now, where it was 
then,—in his laboratory. 

It has, however, been urged that these early 
inventors of the electric light knew only of the 
galvanic battery as a generator of a powerful 
current, and that, had they known of the 
Gramme machine, or other dvnamo- or magento- 
electric machine, the results might have been 
different. The remark, however, only applies 
to King and the improvers who immediately 
succeeded him. The great division of the light 
by Lodyguine, to which reference haa just been 
made, was wm a_ circuit produced by two 
**Alhance”’’ machines. Even, however, if such 
were not thecase, there are at present before the 
world, m more or less detail, four recent 
inventions for the production of la divided light 
by incandescence: These are the inventions of 
M. Reynier. of M. Arnaud, of Mr. Edison, and, 
most recent of all. M. Werdermann. From the 
way in which these discoveries—if they are dis- 
coveries—have been ushered into the world, it 
is found that great claims are made on their be- 
half, and there are, therefore, naturally great 
expectations on the part of the public in regard 
to them. It cannot be urged now in mitigation 
of the shortcomings of the incandescent light, 
as it has been urged in the past, that it has not 
had a fair trial, on the ground that toe lamps in 
existence Were imperfect in conception, and 
complex in construction. The lamo of M. 
Reynier seems admirable in its way, and, if 
ligat by incandescence were to be the light of 
the future, the claims of this lamp would have 
to be very carefully considered, and, in any 
case, it will certainly hold an important place 
in all investigations into the subject. The lamp 
of M. Werdermann appears to be identical ip 
principle with, and only slightly different in 
detail from, that of M. Reynier, and we may 
fully expect that these inventors will have to 
come to terms with each other—so much alike 
are their inventions. Of the detaiis of Mr. Edi- 
son’s invention,—if there are any,—nothing is 
known beyond the fact stated in the Sc entific 
Americana, that it is a light produced from a 
spiral of incandescent platinum; while the re- 
ports in the American daily press sbow such an 
effervescent ignorance of the fundameatal prin- 
ciples both of electricity and of dynamics that 
no reliance whatever can be placed upon them. 

Experience, then, has shown that a light by 
incandescence comes before us in a very ques- 
tionable shape, and it is essentially a light 
which discourages the notion of its practical ap- 
plication. The question indeed may be very 
properly asked: How is it that light by incap- 
descence has always proved such an utter fail- 
ure! It bas had a period of thirty-three years 
in which to develop; it has been divided 
into various lesser lights. numbering from 
two to 200; and it has arrested the attention 
and taxed the skill of the greatest electricians 
in the world. How is it that it is obliged to 
give way tolight by the voltaicarc? The an- 
swer is at hand. The light by incandescence 
can only be obtained and divided bv a great 
sacrifice of light and power. ‘This is imperative 
from the fundamental principles of electrical 
science. The diminution according to the 
square.“ and not according. to simple propor- 
tion, applies to electricity just as it aoplies to 
licht, heat, sound, gravitation, and other phys- 
ical phenomena. Thus if a circuit be divided 
into two branches wuose resistances are equal, 
a current of half the strength passes through 
each branch, producing at the point of resist- 
ance, not half the light, but only a quarter, 
because the effect follows the square of the 
current strength. If the current had been divided 
into three equal branches, in each branch only 
one-pinth part of the original light would be ob- 
tained, and so on; so that if an electric light 
of 1.000 candies were divided into ten equal 
lights, the result would be ten iights of ten 
candies each; instead of one of 1.000 candles. 
When this law is borne in mind, and when it is 
also remembered that to produce the electric 
light by incandescence at least one-half of the 
current is lost, it will easily be imagined what a 
wasteful light it Recent experiments prove 
tnis. It was recently stated, iu reference to M. 
Werdermaon’s incandescent light, that be pro- 
duced two lights of 320 candles each (total, 640 
candles), with a prime mover of two-horse 
power; and this was considered a great result, 
—as indeed it was for an incandescent light. 
But how this sinks into insignificance when com- 
pared with the results of lighting by the voltaic 
arc. A few days ago M. Rapieff, with two of 
his regulators and a small Gramme machine 
known as the M machine, and which 
M. Gramme says requires only one and 
our-half- horse power, produced two lights. 
which, when carefully measured by the 
photometer. were found to be each 
equai to 1,150 candles, or a total of 2,800 -can- 
dies, while with one of M. Gramme’s A ma- 
chines, requiring two and oue-half horse-power, 
a light of 6,000 candles can be obtained from ove 
of M. Rapieff’s regulators. Some experiments 
detailea in M. Fentaine’s book on Electric 
Lighting” gave a similar result. M. Fontaine's 
experiments with au incandescent light show 
that. under the most favorable circumstances, 
with a Bunsen battery of forty-cight cells, eight 
inches Ligh, the diminution of the sub-divided 
light was so great that, where be put five lights 
in one circuit, be only obtained a total illuimi- 
nating power of a quarter of a burner, with four 
lamps only three-quarters of a burner, with two 
lamps six-aud-a-half burners, and with one lamp 
ifty-four burners. Tnese numbers give the fol- 
lowing ratio: 1, 3, 8, 26, 216, thus showing how 
rapidly the light diminisbes when divided. With 
the voltaic arc, however, and with the same 
battery, he was able, by a Serrin lamp, to obtain 
a light of 105 burners. 

it will be seen, then, fom what has been above 
stated, that the production and the divisibility 
of the light by incandescence is a very wasteful 
process—so wasteful, indeed, as to render its 
practical application impossible for geueral 
lighting. If, therefore, all Mr. Edison has to 
aunounce to the world is that he has succeeded 
in dividing and incandescent light—and the au- 
nouncement that such is so is made on aut hor- 
ity—his discovery amounts to very little. Both 
the light and its divisibility were discovered 
lou ago. It will easily be seen that it is not in 
that direction that any great practical results 
can be obtained. The voltaic arc supplies the 
only divisible light of anv utility and econowy, 
and it is in its development that any real prog- 
ress must be looked for. WILLI TRANT.

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SILVER’S MISSION, 


It Ile to Release Capital, Give Life to In- 
dustries, Set Machinery Humming, ana 
Make the People from the Atlantic to 
the Pacific Happy and Prosperous, 

To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cacao, Dec. 4.—The people of the country 
are under great obligations to Taz Tainoneg for 
the position that it has taken on the silver 
question. It has been found true to the best 
interests of the country, while so many of our 
Eastern papers have been ready to bow the 
knee to the Golden Calf which the European 
bondahoiders have erected for our worship. 
Rest assured, Mr. Editor, that your labors in 
favor ot honest money will not be in vain, that 
the heart of the people is right, and that it oniy 
requires that they be informed in regard to the 
great issue. 0 

Allow me, through your columns, to point 
out a few of the causes which have conspired to 
call into existence this gold faction, which, by 
demonetizing silver, would enhance the purchas- 
ing power of gold. 

Iu the great effort that has been made hither- 
to, and is even yet made, to demonctize silver, 
we are warranted in believing that there is some 
underlying cause at work which does not appear 
upon the surface. What we see is but the ef- 
fect,—the cause must lie far back of it. 

Is it possible that the financial world has just 
discovered some new and hitherto hidden priv- 
ciple of finanée by which it becomes evident that 
many civilized nations have made the great mis- 
take of a bi-metallic standard, when mono- 
metalism would have better met its wants? 
is the wisdom of the present so profound upon 
the subject of finance that it can afford to dis- 
card all of the experience of the past, when that 
experience has shown from time immemorial 
that the world bas found silver the money of 
the people? a 

The experienoe of the past teaches that an 
all-wise Providence has given to man the two 
precious metals, gold and silver, in about equal 
quantities as to value, and that this metallic 
woney is suflicient for the wants of trade; that 
the supply of the precious metals barely keeps 
pace with the increase of business; that at some 
time the production Of one metal will exceed 
that of the other, as for years after the discov- 
ery of the California goid-fields the production 
of gold exceeded that of silver, but that soon 
the equilibrium is restored. Experience also 
teaches that money, so-called, is subject to the 
great fundamental law of supply and demand, 
and that in proportion as the production of the 
precious metals increases or decreases, will the 
purchasing power of money increase or decrease ; 
that the two metals will circulate side by 
side at the ratio of about 15 of silver to 1 
of gold, and that when so circulating 
any advance in one of the metals will be check- 
ed by the other, so that the equilibrium is main- 
tained, r of which see France, where to- 
day $600,000,000 of silver circulates side by side 
with gold,—and worth three cents less than our 
silver dollar. Now, itis evident to the most 
casual observer that within the past few vears 
there has arisen a party, who, rejecting ali of 
the experience of the past, rejecting all of the 
rules of fluauce, rejecting the great fundamental 
law that the value of everything, whether silver 
or gold, depends upon the supvly and demand, 
have insisted that silver should be dethroned, 
aud that the business of the world should be 
conducted on an exclusively gold basis. That 
this new theory is not dfttated by financial wis- 
dom—that is, not dictated with thefbest interests 
of the people at heart—is manifest from the con- 
stant misrepresentations of its advocates. 
Never yet has there been one plausible 
reason given for making the change. 
Taat it is dictated by the selfishness of tne bu- 
man heart is most apparent. That it is begotten 
by that craving after money which seems to 
take possession of the heart when great riches 
are acquired, and which now seems to have 
taken possession of the great money-lenders of 
Europe, who, like the man in the parable, are 
ready to pull down their barns and build great- 
er, and say Soul, take thine ease, for we hold 
the evidence of indebtedness of the world, and 
we will double their value by striking out of 
existence one-half of the money of the world. 

And that we may more clearly see the causes 
which have led to this cerire to advance the 
value of gold, let us go back say twenty vears. 

We will take the condition of affairsin our 
own country before the War. The total indebt- 
edness of the United States iu 1861 amounted to 
$69,000,000; the municipal indebtedness of the 
cities and towns was smail; there bad been no 
great expansion of our railroad system at that 
time, and the railroads were comparatively out 
of debt. At the close of the War the United 
States had issued evidences of indedtedness to 
the enormous sum of $2,500,000,000. In 1875 
sixty-four cities had issued to the amount of 
$640,000,000; add to this the vast amouut of in- 
debtedness issued by railroad companies and by 
private corporations, and you have an amount 
of indeb' edness ia this country alone exceeding 
86.000, 000, C00. 

During this period all Eu: ope had been plung- 
ing intodebt. France, Germany, Russia, and 
Austria. with their expensive wars and large 
standing armies, nad greatly swelled the volume 
ot their debts, while Egypt and Turkey had 
been spending vast sums in riotous lixiug 
and Eugland had added largely to her munic 
and corporate debts, making in all 
mass of indebtedness which the worid never 
saw before. It seemed as if the world, like a 
young spendthrift, had squandered its patri- 
monv, and that the limit of iudebtedness was 
tae limit of the ability to borrow. A large por- 
tiou of these securities bad been bought at 
large discounts; in fact, our own Government 
evidences of indebtedness brought us not more 
than two-thirds their face in gold. Out of this 
new condition of affairs arose a new clement of 
power that the world had never felt before,— 
a power that should dictate to Goveruments; 
that by holding the purse-strings should make 
war or make peace. This new power had taken 
a mortgage on every Government on the face of 
the earth. It was a power which had its origin 
out of the misfortunes and extravagancies of 
the nations; a power that could control every 
interest, and by its might could legislate for 
the world. It was the great moneyed 
power of Europe. It hed enriched itself be- 
voud avything that the world had ever scen. It 
had furnished money to the world at high rates 
ot interest and large discounts on the paper, 
and the great question to that power was, how 
may the value of these securities be increased, 
and the answer came, Reduce the world's 
stock of money one-half by demonctizing sil- 
ver, and double the purchasing power of che 
single-standard gold, and thereby duuple every 
dollar of indebtedness.”’ 

And so England, which was the largest cred- 
itor, first adooted a gold basis; then Germany. 
who had just received $1,000,000,0U0 in cold as 
indemnity from France, demonetued silver and 
commenced throwing her surplus silver upon 
the market, thereby depressing the price of sil- 
ver below the price of gold. And to-day Ger- 
many is suffering a terrible commercial depres- 
sion for her foolhardy experiment. In Kugland 
and Germany it Was a comparatively casy mat- 
ter to accomplish, for in those countries the few 
govern the many, and, besides, neither England 
nor Germany produced a dollar of sitver. But, 
in order to carry out this scheme, it becomes 
necessary that silver should be demovetized in 
the greatest silver-producing country in the 
world; but to. attempt it m the United States 
would seem a dangerous task; to ask the peo- 
ple of the United States to give up one of their 
greatest sources of wealth eave little promise 
of success. It was the money of the Fatners; 
the people were bound to it oy every tie of in- 
terest and attachment. How, then, could de- 
monetization be accomplished without bringing 
it to the notice of the people of the United 
States? There was but one way: it must be 
done secretly; and so paid agents were 


sent to the United States to accomplish the 


great robbery. How well they succeeced we 
all know; how a bill, fraudulently drawn, was 
forcea through Congress in the last hours of 
the expiring session, —a bill so carefully tramed 
that even the President did not know when 
signing it that it demonetized silver. A bill pur- 
porting to regulate the Coinage act, fraudw- 
lent:y drawn, c ani l, and unwilting- 
ly signed by the President, accomplished the 
great robbery, and added hundreds or millions 
of dollars to the burdens of the American people. 

When, iu years to come, the history of the de- 
mouetization of silver in the United States shall

The latest English advices strongly hint 
that Lord Braconsrieip will not submit to 
the present Parliament the question of fur- 
nishing supplies for the Afghan expedition.

THE STRUGGLE IN CENTRAL ASIA. 

The Anglo-Afghan war and the troubles 
apprehended with China possess more than 
a local significance. They are but the pre- 
liminary steps leading up to a great conflict 
that must some day agitate Central Asia,— 
the strife of giants for possession. No one 
now living may see the struggle, but it is 
manifestly destined to come, sooner or later. 
The attack upon the Ameer and the mutter- 
ings of the Chinese are only signs that Rus- 
sia, through the natural action of growth, is 
reaching points that threaten encroachment 
upon India and China, It is an invariable 
rule that nations grow and expacd in the di- 
rection of least resistance. This vast Em- 
pire of Russia, with its wonderful facility 
for absorbing and governing Eastern na- 
tions and impressing them with the fear of 
its strength, cannot extend any farther to 
the west. Against growth in that direction 
there is the impenetrable barrier of Germany 
and Austria. She cannot expand in a south- 
erly direction without a fierce resistance and 
dangerous complications with the Great 
Powers, and, even were every obstacle re- 
moved, the territory itself is too small to 
answer the demands of its growth. Having 
obtained a foothold in Asia Minor as part 
indemnity for the expenses of the late war, 
she may and probably will increase in that 
direction; but it is evident that the main line 
of her expansion must run due east through 
the vast plains of Chinese Tartary, embrac- 
ing hundreds of millions of square miles of 
fertile territory. The advance guard of her 
armies and politicians have already reached 
the western limits, aod are pressing down 
upon Persia, Afghanistan, and the western 
Chinese boundary ; while on the Pacific coast 
her traders coming down from the north are 
already trespassing upon the rich provinces 
of Chinese Tartary. This growth cannot be 
stopped except by the extinction of Russia. 
It will move on with the steady progress and 
resistless power of the rising tide. Barriers 
may be built to stop it, but it will 
either overflow and sweep them away, or, if 
they prove too strong for that, it will trend 
in other directions where the resistance is 
weaker. If the new barriers England is now 
seeking to erect on her northwestern frontier 
prove impassable, the tide will turn due east 
and sweep on where the resistance is less, 
namely, over China. 

Though Russia continually deprecates arty 
intention of making aggression upon India, 
the idea has frequently been entertained. 
In 1800, the Emperor Paul, made formal 
overtures to NaPoLEoN, proposing that Rus- 
sia and France should combine to drive the 
English from India, and inyite Germany and 
Austria to make common cause with 
them. He presented the plan of the 
campaign to him in detail, but it 
did not impress Napotzon as  feasi- 
ble, though years afterward, during his 
captivity at St. Helena, he expressed the 
opinion that some day Russia might make a 
successful expedition in India. Pavuz did 
not abandon the idea because of Napo.zon’s 
rejection, but in 1801 actually dispatched 
Gen. Ontorr with a strong force to make 
the attempt. Ontorr had already started 
from Orenburg with his Cossacks and several 
nomadic tribes which had joined him, when 
the news came of Paur's death, speedily 
followed by his own recall. From that 
time to this the idea of an occupation of 
India has never entirely abandoned the 
Russian mind, but no well-digested plan 
like that matured by the Emperor Paur has 
ever been presented. On the other hand, 
the confusiem existing in Russia relative to 
India is sharply outlined in the following 
extract from the St. Petersburg News: 

What do we know of Indie except from English 
sources’ What Russians have ever been to India’ 
Which of us has studied her political condition, 
her manners and customs, the relations of rulere 
to vards one another and towards the English Gov- 
ernment? Ov what basis are our plans founded for 
invading India? Has one rational book about India 
appeared ip Russia for the last twenty years? What 
facts. what data have we for putting our plans into 
execution’ Or are we to trust in this. as in so 
many other things, to luck—to start for India, and 
instead of reacaing it stick for twenty years in 
Afghanistan’? In a movement towards India a 
Russian army would have to wccupy Herat, Cabul, 
Afghanistan, Kataristan, and Ceehmere. Where 
are the Rassian officers or the Russian travelers 
who have visited these parts’ It is a shameful con- 
fession to make, but no one from Russia has ever 
been there, 

The probabilities of a conflict between 
Russia and China are much stronger than 
between Russia and England, and the casus 
belli is not wanting, even at the present 
time, to plunge the two nations into war any 
day. During the great Mahometan uprising 
of 1862, the rich Province of Ili was annexed 
to Russia. One after another the Chinese 
have been recovering the provinces they had 
previously lost in Eastern Turkestan, until 
all have reverted to them except Ili. The 
Russians in 1862 promised the Chinese Gov- 
ernment that, when it was able to re- 
assert its sway over these ‘provinces 
and take care of them, Ili would be 
returned, the Russians evidently fancying 
that such a time would never come. But 
the time has come and China has made the 
demand. Russia, unwilling to give up the 
province, has met it with a counter demand 
for $10,000,000 as compensation for the 
cost of conquering and occupying it. China 
complained that the compensation was ex- 
orbitant, and has sent a delegation to the 
Czar to urge its retroceasion, but thus far 
the delegation has been unsuccessful in its 
mission. The Russians are evidently follow- 
ing the old maxim : When you get à good 
thing, keep it.” Meanwhile, the Chinese 
Emperor, to provoke his antagonist, has in 
defiance of treaty stipulations massed an 
army at Kashgar, banished Russian mer- 
chants from the reconquered territory and 
prohibited trade on the frontier of Kash- 
ger. Great wars have arisen from 
smaller causes than this, and the pres- 
ent status of affairs in Kashgar is critical 
enough to provoke it, especially as the Em- 
peror of China appears to be not averse to 
measuring swords with his powerful antago-

But the Secretary 
makes an elaborate though involved argu- 
ment to prove that he has a right to hoard 
redeemed greenbacks, and thus o contract 
the volume of currency as to render it 
more easy to maintain resumption. He inti- 
mates that instead of reissuing these re- 
deemed greenbacks, aud so keeping them in 
circulation according to the mandate of the 
law, he will sell bonds under the Refunding 
act to reinforce the gold reserve. 
This proposed act is the logical 
outcome of the chief object of Mr. 
Saeaman’s policy, namely: his purpose 
to resume on the single standard, gold, in- 
stead of the double standard, gold and silver, 
as required by the act remonetizing silver. 
The Treasury now holds 141 million dollars 
in coin, But of this 14 million dollars is in 
silver, leaving 127 million dollars in gold. 
In referring to his stock of coin available for 
redemption purposes Mr. SHerman includes 
both silver and gold, but he cannot fail to 
know that, under his plan of resumption, the 
14 million dollars iu silver is practically use- 
less. Surrendering to the creditor the option 
which by law belongs to the debtor (the 
Government) makes silver a dead letter in re- 
sumption. Mr. Sarrmay, then, hasaredemp- 
tion fund of 127 million dollars with which 
to float 346 million dollars in United States 
notes, and back of that 323 million dollars 
in National-bank notes.. Had he carried out 
the spirit of the Silver Remonetization act 
in good faith, coining up to the outside 
limit, his redemption fund would consist of 
127 million dollars in gold and 36 million 
dollars in silver,—a.total of 163 million dol- 
lars, or over 45 per cent instead of 35 per 
cent of his liabilities. Having flatly vio- 
lated the Silver Remonetization act, Mr. 
SaermMan now finds it necessary to violate 
the act requiring United States notes (green- 
backs) to be kept in circulation. If he ap- 
prehends it difficult to float them on the 
exclusive gold standard, he announces his 
purpose to lock them up in the vaults of the 
Treasury. 

2. The Secretary says that the act of Feb. 
28, 1878 (remonetization of silver), ‘‘ made 
a very important change in our coinage 
system.” We submit that both his course 
as finance officer of the Government and 
the argument of his report flatly contradict 
the propusition. By that act Congress un- 
doubtedly intended to give, and did give, to 
the debtor the option of payment in gold 
or silver. But the Secretary has taken the 
option away from the debtor and given it to 
the creditor. Congress undoubtedly m- 
tended that silver should play an important 
part in resumption. But the Secretary has 
construéd that intention to be of no effect 
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whatever. As the Secretary’s entire discus- 


sion of the subject of resumption is an argu- 
ment against the double standard and in favor 
of the single standard, so his entire course 
as Finance Minister has been in violation of 
the spirit and the letter of statutes standing 
in the way of forcing exclusive gold re- 
sumption. . 

One thing we look for in vainin Mr. 
Suerman’s report, namely: A suggestion 
looking to the scaling down of the gold dol- 
lar to the value of the silver dollar. But we 
find its opposite, a proposition to load up 
the silver dollar to the bullion value of the 
gold dollar. And it is beautifully expressed. 
The Secretary says: The addition of one- 
tenth or one-eighth to the thickness of the 
silver dollar would scarcely be perceived as 
an inconvenience by the holder, but would 
inspire confidence, and add greatly to its cir- 
culation.” And he adds, with a well-simu- 
lated appearanco of artlessness: ‘‘ As prices 
are now based on United States ‘notes at par 
with gold, no disturbance of values would 
result from the change.” We beg the public 
to contemplate the spectacle of the head of 
the finance department of a great nation dis- 
cussing a question of political economy of 
the first importance with no more apparent 
comprehension of the far-reaching effects of 
its decision, pro or con, than if it 
were a proposition to add a wing to the 
Treasury Department building! But this 
failure to comprehend the subject he 
discusses is only apparent; it is not real. 
Mr. Suerman knows that his proposition to 
add 12} per cent to the builion value of the 
silver dollar is a proposition to increase the 
burden of the national debt 124 por cent, to 
increase the burden of all State, municipal, 
and private debts 124 per cent, and to add 
to their value 12} per cent in the hands of 
the creditors who hold them. For Mr. 
SHERMAN knows that, to-day, every debtor in 
the United States has the option to pay his 
debt in silver dollars, and his proposition is 
& proposition to deprive them of the option, 
and compel them to pay in the dear dollar, 
gold. The present Congress will not adopt 


Mr. Suemman’s advice; nor will the next 
Congress, The response to it should be the 
passage of a bill providing for the free and 
unlimited coinage of silver dollars of the 
present legal standard value. 

RAILROAD ROBBERY. 

The enormity of the oppression practiced 
by the railroads may be gathered from the 
following simple statement of the case: The 
Supreme Court of the United States has 
judicially affirmed the right of the States to 
regulate the management of the railroads for 
the protection of the public; Illinois has a 
statute designed to restrain the railroads 
from the practices of extortion and unjust 
discrimination; the taxpayers of this State 
support a Board of Railroad Commissioners 
whose sole function is to assure the public 
the protection guaranteed by the law ; and 
yet, in spite of these facts, the Iowa roads, 
the Southwestern roads, and the cross lines, 
all aided and abetted by the Eastern pool, 
are carrying ona deliberate and systematic 
discrimination against Chicago, actually 
shipping grain through Chicago to points 
west of Chicago at lower rates than are given 
to Chicago; and thence to be taken again 
through or around Chicago to the East at 
lower rates than are made from Chicago 
eastward. Of what avail, then, is the right 


affirmed by the Supreme Court or the law 
provided by the State Legislature ? 

The blame for this violition of law and 
disregerd of commercial probity must be 
divided among at least three classes. The 
guiltiest, of course, are the railroad managers 
who combine or who compete in making the 
discrimination. They combine against the 
law when they agree upon an extortionate 
rate to Chicago which they could not main- 
tain under conditions of honest competition ; 
they compete in violation of law when they 
cut rates at other points or allow rebates 60 
as to carry freight @ longer distance at a 
lower price. Their pool is u fraud, because 
it is merely designed to afford them op- 
portunities for cutting under each other in 
all business except Chicago business; their 
competition is a swindie, because it is 
practiced secretly and affords reductions 
and rebates.unevenly and unfairly. Chicago 
is swindled as a community, and in- 
dividual producers and shippers are de- 
frauded all through the Northwest and 
South west. 

But what of the State Board of Rail- 
road Commissioners? Why do these 
gentlemen suppose that Board was created ? 
For what purpose do they draw their sal- 
aries? They have not been heard from in 
this matter. They misconceive their duty if 
they think they are a judicial body, and 
should wait till suits are brought before 
them for tral. On the contrary, they are 
expected to act as police, to ferret out the 
violations of law, to remonstrate, protest, 
and, when necessary, institute suits to pun- 
ish the offending companies. The offices 
they hold were not created merely to enable 
them to draw salaries and live on the public 
contributions. They are expected to earn 
their money by protecting the public from 
railroad extortion and diserimination. The 
public hashad no evidence that they are doing, 
or contemplate doing, anything in this direc- 
tion, Why don’t they help arouse public 
opinion by an investigation and exposure of 
the railroad abuses? Why don’t they gather 
evidence and bring suits? If the law is de- 
fective, why don’t they point out wherein, 
and organize a popular appeal to the Legis- 
lature for its improvement under the sane- 
tion of the United States Supreme Court's 
decision in the so-called Granger cases? 
Let us at least have some evidence that this 
Board is still in existence, outside of the pay- 
ment of salaries to the Commissioners. 

The third responsible party is the Chicago 
Board of Trade. It assumes the chief com 
mercial authority in the Northwest, and it 
should be the first to show resistance when 
any injustice is practiced by the railroads, 
or other quasi-public corporations. A com- 
mittee has been appointed, we believe, to 
take the matter in hand, but if that Commit- 
tee is as slow in moving as the Board was in 
waking up to an understanding of the situa- 
tion, Chicago may become a modern Nineveh 
in decay before it offers any measures of re- 
lief. Just now the Board seems to be en- 
grossed with a single Kxews idea, which is not 
in the direction of reforming railroad abuses. 
Whether Mr. Kxxxx and his associates buy up 
all the wheat in the Northwest,.or whether 
they propose to squeeze the short-seller, or 
whether they get squeezed themselves in 
fooling around in a menagerie of bulls and 
bears, is of very sligat consequence to the 
community at large as compared with the 
questions and interests involved in this rail- 
road discrimination against Chicago. The 
brains and the capital on the Board of Trade 
ought to unite in demanding instant relief 
from the extortion; they ought to stir up 
the Board of Railroad Commissioners to their 
duty; they ought to devote the necessary 
time and money to the collection of evidence 
and bringing of suits which would quickly 
convince the railroad managers that they 
were in earnest, 

The latest reports from railroad circles in- 
dicate that the active managers are becom- 
ing impressed with the opposition of public 
sentiment against their pools and discrimina- 
tions, and that they are ready to make con- 
cessions. We have not much faith in 
promises of this kind. Our observation has 
been that railroads do not abandon their 
schemes of extortion until they are com- 
pelled to do so. In the present case, it is 
not enough to exact fair treatment from 
them; they should also be punished to the 
full extent of the law for the extortion and 
discrimination they have been practicing. 
It is only by this means that any guarantee 
of good faith in the future can be secured. 
And if this policy shall not compel them to 
conduct their business fairly, they may ex- 
pect another ‘‘ Grange” movement in this 
country that will include the large cities also, 
and result in some measure for a national 
regulation of their business. The patience 
of the public is very nearly exhausted as far 
as railroad abuses go. 
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SCorr's SUBSIDY BILL IN THE SENATE 

Mr. Stantey Matruews is determined to 
improve the few remaining days and hours 
of his accidental membership in the Senate 
by a vigorous defense and advocacy of the 
most promising.of the subsidy jobs now 
pending. He advocated the Tom Scort sub- 
sidy bill at the last session, and on Tuesday 
last made an elaborate speech in favor of 
the bill. His term as Senator expires March 
3, 1879, just eighty-eight days hence. What 
is the bill which is thus advocated so stren- 
uously by the Senator in his expiring official 
hours? Reduced under the pressure of re- 
peated defeats, the proportions of the bill 
are now much less than they have been 
heretofore. The bill now proposes that the 
United States Government shall guarantee 
the interest at 5 per cent on the bonds of the 
Texas Pacific Railway Company; the bonds 
to be issued in the proportion of $20,000 per 
mile for 1,150 miles, and at the rate of 
$35,000 per mile for 250 miles; the bonds to 
run for fifty years. A supplemental issue of 
$5,000 per mile for the whole 1,400 miles is 
authoized, making a total issue of bonds of 
$38,750,000. The aggregate interest on 
these bonds for which the Government as- 
sumes the obligation of payment is $96,- 
875,000. As a security the Company gives 
the United States a mortgage on the road, 
all its lands, franchises, and other property. 
That is the bill to the passage of which 
Senator Matruews is devoting the last few 
weeks of his official Itfe. 

We have discussed this subject repeatedly 
from the standpoint of the impolicy of the 
Government engagiug in any such partner- 
ship with railroad or other companies. We 
have had a striking instance of the folly of 
such business in the results of the bond sub- 
sidy to the Pacific Railway Companies. The 
Government loaned those Companies $64,- 
000,000 of bonds, the principal and interest 
to be taken care of by the Companies and 
the Government never to be called upon; 
but what has been the result? The Govern- 
ment has had to pay neariy $30,000,000 of 
interest, and the bonds have many years to 
run yet, and in the end the Government will 
have to pay the principal of the bonds. For 
the sum of $100,000,000, principal and in- 
terest, paid and to he naid. the Government 
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will have & second’ mortgage on the roads. 
All the other subsidy jobs in which the Gov- 
ernment has eng fed. have proved propor- 
tionately disastrous and corrupting. 

Leaving ont of sight, th-refore, for the 
time, the impoliey of subsidies generally, 
the merits of this proposition should be éx- 
amined. The issue of bonds is equal to an 
average of $27,680. a mile of railway. At 
this very time the Northern Pacific Railway 
is rapidly building its road, pushing it on to- 
ward the Pacific, and the cost per mile does 
not exceed $12,000. The money is furnished 
by private capitalists, 

In the Southwest, the Atchison, Topeka & 
Santa Fe Railroad Company is build- 
ing its railway, grading, bridging, and 
ironing it with steel rails, at a cost of not 
exceed ing $12,000 per mile. At the western 
end of the road, the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany is building its railway eastwardly 
through Arizona, and over the same general 
route as the Teras Pacific Road, 
and is laying it with steel rails 
at a cost not exceeding $12,000 per 
mile. These Companies are building their 
several long lines of railway with great 
rapidity, and with profit to the contractors 
over their respective routes, atan average 
cost, including through the mountains, not 
exceeding 813, 500 per mile, out of their pri- 
vate funds, They have no difficulty in hav- 
ing the work done, no the ties and the steel 
rails furnished, at the rate mentioned. The 
Southern Pacific Road lies through the Ter- 
ritory of Arizona eastward from Fort Yuma 
for the distance of 400 miles over substan- 
tially the route marked out for the Texas & 
Pacific Road. That Company will build that 
400 miles at a cost of $12,000 a mile, 
or for $4,800,000. The Atchison & 
Santa Fe and the Southern Pacific 
Companies will build 1,400 miles of their 
roads forthe sum of $16,800,000, and pay 
for it in cash. Mr. Srantzy Marruews, 
however, insists that, while this road-building 
is going on, a large part of it alongside the 
route of the Texas & Pacific Road, the Gov- 
ernment of the United States shall indorse 
national bonds at the rate of $27,600 a 
mile, or for the 1,400 miles $38,750,000, and 
assume an obligation to pay $96,875,000 in- 
terest. We submit that this proposition 
lacks that economy essential to recom- 
mending it to disinterested persons, 
but perhaps, for that same reason, 
commends itself to Senator Mar- 
tHews. The question which will ad- 
dress itself to the intelligent judgment of 
Congress and the country is, if the construc- 
tion of this road be of any importance to 
the country, would it not be better to appro- 
priate direet the sum of $16,800,000 to con- 
struct and complete the 1,400 miles of rail- 
way, and own it, than to vote $38,750,000 of 
bonds, calling for $96,000,000 of interest, 
and take a mortgage forecloseable in 1929 
Is there any man who in his own private 
business would hesitate between paying out 
the $16,800,000 and owning the 1,400 miles 
of road, and indorsing the notes of the Com- 
pany for $96,000,000 of interest and taking 
a mortgage payable fifty years hence? That 
is the proposition reduced toa mere matter 
of Governmental expenditure and liability. 
Better still, if Congress will only give the 
authority, the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany will build the 1,400 miles of 
railway from San Diego to Fort 
worth without any money or bonds or in- 
dorsement of bonds. If the building of the 
road is of such vital importance, why not 


Pacific Company asks the Government to 
guarantee the payment of $96,000,000 of 
interest. Contractors offer to build the road 
for $16,800,008 cask, and the Southern Pa- 
cific ask to build the road without charge to 
the Government and for its mere bwnership. 
These are the three propositions before 
Congress. In only one of these is there any 
room for a repetition of the Credit-Mobilier 
operation. If the road can be built at an av- 
erage of even $15,000 a mile,—a most liberal 
estimate,—then the icsue of $27,600 a mile 
of guaranteed bonds will leave a margin of 


$12,600 per mile of clear profit, amounting 
in 1,400 miles to $17,640,000. That is to 
say, the Texas Pacific Company, or the Gon- 
struction Company, will have that handsome 
fund to divide among its members and to re- 
ward its friends m and Out of Congress. 

We submit, therefore, that this subsidy, so 
conspicuously advocated by Mr. Marruews, 
does not commend itself to the judgment of 
the country on economical grounds. In the 
first place, the subsidy is double the sum 
needed to build the road, assuming even that 
the Company is bankrupt; in the second 
place, if the Government should build the 
road itself, it would save half the subsidy and 
own the road; and third, there is a company 
asking permission to build the road at its 
own expense, without any bonds or guran- 
tees of interest from the Government. The 
subsidy scheme, however, being the only one 
that has money in it for the lobby and to pay 
for support, attracts the greatest intellectual 
and legal talent in its defense. 
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Referring the other day to the fact that Sen- 
ator How, of Wisconsin, was twice re-elected 
without the intervention of a caucus, we re- 
marked that a similar ease did not then occur 
to us; whereupon the Boston Advert ser remarks 
that the record is an honorable one, but 
Massachusetts can show a better one. There 
never was a Republican legislative caucus in 
this State until 1871.“ It then goes on to state 
that Messrs. SumNER and WILSON were re- 
elected without the intervention of a caucus, 
and that several other elections were fought 
out in open session.“

THE VIRGINIA LEGISLATURE. 

RicumonD, Va., Dec. 4.—The Legislature met 
to-day. 

A Joint Committee was appointed to ingui 
into the legality of the session. 

A resolution was adopted requesting the Gov- 
ernor to communicate to the Senate all the in- 
formation he has in relation to the recent action 
of Judge Rives, of the United States District 
Court for the Western District of Virginia, in 
removing from the custody of the State officials 
certain persons held for trial for murder, and in 
no wise purporting to try said persons in said 
Federal Courts for said crimes against the State 
laws, which proceeding is considered an enforce- 
mei t of police reguiations and an assumption 
ofthe control of the domestic affairs of the 
State by Federal officers.

Repudiation or forcible adjustment would bring 
ruin, but increased taxation, though it might 
cause suffering and privation for a time, would 
ultimately bring prosperity and peace.

The case was freely discussed in the camp, when 
one of the Chancellor’s companions expressed 
his intense delight at “the old gossip being 
cooped up.“ But Prince Bismarck was other- 
wise minded: I am not at all delighted. Not 
in the least. Party spite ought not to enter 
into palitics. A politician ought not to exercise 
revenge.

A few days later he reverted to the same sub- 
ject: Vogel has acted very sensibly upon the 
whole.

If he 
had cut him up and broiled him for bis dinner,

It will be noticed that the question which 
then agitated all Germany, whctwver a General 
intrusted with the command of a border prov- 
vince was entitled to arrest a public speaker 
advocating peace, is not so much as toucbed 
upon by the Prince. 

A MATTER OF EXPEDIENCY. 

But if the man of blood. iron, and expediency 
tor the latter epithet must clearly be added 
to the accepted phrase—dves not care to notice 
the law. and altogether bas no taste for codes 
and courts, his strong points—sagacity and tact 
—are brought promiventiy torward where di- 

lomacv is in its right place The comparative- 

vy independent position accorded to the South 
German States in the Empire is thus ably ac- 
counted for by him: 

Tam afraid the newspapers will attack me for 
not drawing the bonds of unity tighter. The 
future historian, too, if of the ordinary stamp, 
wilt call me a fool satisfiea with little when I might 
have had more for the asking. He may be right. 
I might possidie have bad more. But what I cared 
for was that the other contracting parties should 
be as satistied with taeir ehare in the bargain as I 
am. What are treaties worth forced upon un- 
. Lad no wish to profit by the 
situation to humble the Southern negotiators, and 
Jam happy to say they went away gratified by 
what they got. The treaty concloded will prove 
tne more lasting for its defects. It is one of the 
most important transactions we have been en- 
gaced in during the last few years. As regards 
the Imperial title, I made it acceptable to tue 
minor sovercigns oy telling them it mast be easier 
and more palatable for them to concede a portion 
of their prerogative toa German Emperor than to 
the King of Prussia. 

The consummate wisdom in these words is 
evident. Haughty, self-applauding, aud one- 
sided as we have noticed the Prince to be, when 
talking upon men and things not immediately 
touching nis interests, the moment he speaks to 
or of a man who can make or mar a peudiug 
transaction, he is Achitephel himself. Acute 
perception and temperate judgment toen com- 
bine with that rarest of faculties—the realizing 
the situation of the opposing party and looking 
upon the case from ap adversary’s point of view. 

THE INFAMY Of SPECULATION. 

The connection between politics aud the Stock 
Exchange is a topic on which Prince Bismarck’s 
opinion is worth having: 

A dipiomatist's forecast of coming events is very 
imperfect. Even if an event does fail out as he 
anticipated, its effect upon the Excuange is fre- 
quentiy retarded by other circumstances. Ip no 
case cah the date of the reaction upon the Bourse 
be calculated with certainty. Of course it makes 
adlifference if a man stoops so low as to create an 
alarm to make quotations fall. The Frenchman G. 
used to indalge in these dishonorable transactions. 
He has doubled his fortune. One may almost affirm 
war was made forthe purpose. The Frenca Comte 
M. (full name given in the original), it ie said, also 
speculated, not indeed for himeelf, but with bis 
mistress’ fortune: The thing beginnifig to ooze 
out, he died under very suspicious circumsiances. 
II a Minister of Foreign Affairs wished to profit 
by his position in this way he must get officious 
sabordinates at tue various legations to accompany 
official political telegrams with tenes apon 
the state of the money market. litical tele- 
grams having priority, some twenty or thirty min- 
nutes are gained for turning them to account on 
‘Change. A fast-ruuning Jew migut do the busi- 
ness in the interval. If report speaks true there 
are those who have acted in this way, From £200 
to £2. 000 may be easily reasized por day. After a 
couple of years it comes up to a prettysum. How- 
ever, my sons shal) have no cause to blush for taeir 
father. If necessary, they may get rich in some 
other way. 

Prince Bismarck’s integrity has never been 
doubted. A man of strict honor in all his ver- 
sonal relations, be is a good husband, a loving 
father, a friend to his friends, thougn perhaps a 
fiercer enemy to his enemies than is quite com- 
patible with avowed convictions. Herr Busch 
tells us he lies awake at night revolving aad re- 
senting injuries received.

HERR BUSCH RAISES A NEST OF HORNETS.

Herr Moritz Busch is likely to get bimself 
into troubie by his too lively book upon Bis- 
marck. A Berlin correspondent states that no 
work has ever becn published in Prussia which 
has caused so much irritation among the 
Junkers. Many members of the bighest aris- 
tocratic families de:lare that they have been in- 
sulted, and not afeware taking steps to pro- 
ceed against Busch for libel. The Crown 
Prince has been deluged with complainis 
against the Chancellor himself for exposing 
a number of faithful servants of the 
Prussian throne, including dead statesmen 
aud Ambassadors, to the laughter of 
Europe. There is even a talk of com- 
pelllug the Chancellor to make satisfaction by 
a public recall or disavowal of the sentiments 
and speeches which Busch bas put into his 
mouth. The grim hero of the bookis not the 
man to yleld to such pressure. The revenge of 
some of the satyrized statesmen and Generals 
bas been taken up by theirsons. The sons of 
the Minister Von Arsim-Boytzenburg complain 
that Prince Bismarck has not even spared the 
honor of reigning Prinees. ‘The stark old Con- 
servatives are horrified, am! doubt whether 
there can be a true heart at the bottom of Bis- 
marck’s reactionary measures; nearly all the 
Bismarckian judgments upon great persons, 
they assert, have a destructive and leveliag 
tendency. If the Chancellor or his literary 
henchman were living in france they would un- 
doubtedly have a score of ducis upon their 
hands. But any German who found the daring 
hardihood to challeuge the Imperial Chancellor 
would not only cover himself with ridicule, but 


would probably find himseli in the hands of the 


police on a charge of Bismarck- Beleidigung.“ 


A GRANGER’S VIEWS. 


Another Sensible Letter on the Coin Ques- 
tion. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

RockFrorp, III., Dec. 3.—From an article in 
the Chicago Times of the 2d inst. I read: No 
advocate of the gold standard will object to 
pursuing exactly the same policy that France 
does. France limits the silver coinage,’’ etc. 
The proper answer to that would be that no sii- 
ver man would object to the same limit of the 
coinage after we get $600,000,000 in circulation, 
as she has, which will take many years. Is it a 
fair comparison to compare our condition to 
that of France, when we have but $19,000,000, 
or one-thirtieth as much? Was it fair to probibit 
the coinage of silver and deprive the Govern- 
ment of its use just as it became cheap enough 
so it could coin it into the standard dollar at a 
small profit? If the coinage had been com- 
menced then, the people would gladiy have ac- 
ceoted it. Is it fair to the producers of silver 
to legislate against it while we are producing 
nearly $40,000,000 a year? Was it fair to take 
away the option that was about to become a great 
advantage to the debtor class, not only the 
Government with its immense debt, but all mu- 
nicipalities and private debtors, tens of thou- 
sands of whom are paying 10 percent interest on 
more debt than _ their property will sell for to- 
day! By a stroke of the Congressional pen, by 
discontinuing silver as money, the foundation 
ot values bas been so disturbed that one cannot 
buy monéy with property except with those 
things which are the absolute necessaries of life. 
Real estate has no fixed value. Ihe money of 
the world represents one side of value. the real 
and personal property representing the otber. 
We must buy money with something that has 
an equal amount of rated value. Real estate 
has no rated value; therefore it will not buy 
money except at from 30 to 50 per cent of what 
bas been its rated value. Does any one suppose 
this would have been the case if we had done as 
France dia after her war—coined our own silver 
and as much more as we could get? The 
stocking-legs of this country would now 
be as full as those of France. They 
have got to be filled, and will 
be out of the gold in the United States Treas- 
ury. and how much will then be left after one 
year’s experiment in resumovtion, with this 
Fiat-money craze hanging over the country? It 
will be contraction in a different way. Indi- 
vidual contraction we have had, bank contrac- 
tion since 1873, and before that we bad Govern- 
meut contraction, and it is all the same thing in 
its effects. Money wül remain locked up so 
long as property is going dowu in value. and 
the end is not yet. unless the old base of values 
is restored uv/imited. 

Suppose the Government should step into the 
market and buy $300,000,000 of silver (about the 
amount we need), what would be the effect! It 
would absorb ail the remaining silver Germany 
has to sell. It would reduce the demand for 
gold in this country, and therefore cheapen it; 
it would bring silver and gold to the same 
bullion value, and put an end to the silly gold 
bug chatter about a ** clipped dollar“; it would 
give real estate aod crops an upward tendency ; 
it would infuse new life into manulacturiog an 
the labor market; it would set things hum- 


mining. 

The bi-metallic standard in Fraoce is now 
being tried with the most abundant success. It 
never has been tried in this country, from the 
fact that our metal bas mostly been used to pay 
our imports, Now, with the balance of trade 
heavy in our favor, the metal is Gowing in in- 
stead of ficwing out, and that metal must be 
gold as long as silver bullion is below par, as 
our own coinage would only be lawial money.

Our con- 
ditions are identical. Both nations are seif- 
supporting, and more too, and can control their 
owu monetary systems. 

Why does the great bulk of the money of the 
country lay dormant iv the banks? Is it not 
because they dare not invest it for fear they 
will lose by so doing? Isit not because that 
— which is the foundation of all value, the 
standard of value, has been disturbed? Is it not 
because of the settled conviction that it will 
buy at some future time more than enough 
cheaper to pay the interest on it? Is it not be- 
cause the forced sales are continuaily forcing 
property lower in price? Money hides itself 
when values are disturbed. The base of the 
money of thiscountry will be on the first of 
January the amount of gold then on hand. 
Once let the gold come into the bands of the 
people, and it will stay there, except. through 
the sternest. necessity, and the Government 
must go into the market and buy either gold or 
silver to keep uv resumption. The cure for this 
is plenty of silver. H. H. PaLugr. 


AMUSEMENTS. 


„MOTHER AND SON.“ 

It is told of Mr. Boucicault that while looking 
at the first production of one of his dramas, and 
listening calmly to the applause which the first 
act evoked, a triend came up and congratulated 
him upun the great success he had made. 
“You are quite mistaken, my friend.“ said 
the playwright; this is going to be 
a signal failure. Do you know why?! The first 
act is altogether too good. I’ve made a great 
mistake.“ And he was quite right: the piece 
fell flat. There is, perhaps, some useful sug- 
gestion in this, and the drama now being repre- 
sented at Haverly’s Theatre is an apt iliustra- 
tion of the method employed by the most 
successful of our contemporary dramatic 
writers. The prelude is unpretentious: 
these parlor confabs are commouplace: 
one grows weary of them until he 


begins to perceive something in them that 
torebodes a mystery, an intricate web that is 
being woven around the favorite personages, 
and then some astounding clash. The last three 
acts of this play derive much of their effective- 
nessfrom the sudden awakening out of mere 


hum-drum drawing-room gossip, and the 
petty intrigues of petty people, into 
living concerns of the heart that 


arouse deep human sympathies. There is the 
clement of surprise in the gradual unfolding of 
the story. We wade through several chapters 
of dissertation and gossip, and are suddenly 
confronted with a fine dramatic scene. All this 
is artfully dove by the dramatist, and skill- 


fully expressed by his interpreters. Much 
depends upon the reading of such 
a play, and in the case or 


„Mother and Son,“ as rendered by the Union 
Square Company, there is very little to fina 
fault with. 

In speaking of such a well-balanced company 
it might be well, perhaps, to note simply the 
general effect. We cannot omit to specify, 
however, afew of the individual excellences ex- 
hibited by the principal actors in this interest- 
ing play. And among the first to be 
remembered and the last to be forgotten is the 
acting of Mrs. Marie Wilkins,—not that she 
occupies the most conspicuous place in the cast, 
but because she plays it with an unctuousness, 
a thorough identification of herself with the 
character, that is more complete and satis- 


factory than any of the others, and also 
because it is the most amusing creation 
in the play. She portrays the vulgar 


village-gossip—who has a past history—with 
amazing fidelity, presenting a type of character 
familiar and odious, with a true sense of its hu- 
mor. Her scene with the Councillor about the 
legacy, where she begins to unconsciously reveal 
the multitude of ber old lovers, is a fine exam- 
ple of ber comic power which has never been 
better exemplified than in-this character. 

Mr. Georpe Clarke, beingthe heroof the storv, 
naturally claims particular attention. His 
acting as Fabriceis, on the whole, a noble, manly 
delineation. By bis easy, gentlemanly bearing 
in the earlier scenes he readily ineratiates bim- 
self into the affections of the spectator, and 
he rises into the impassioned intensity 
of the subsequent acts apparently with- 
out effort, and certainly with immediate 
effect. It is a delineation full of 
genuine buman interest, and graced with fine 
touches of histrionic art. Many here would have 
liked to see Thorne in this character, but wecan 
hardly regret bis absence with such a talented 
su dstitute in view. 

The feminine characters in the play have been 
admirably distributed in the presen: cast. Miss 
Fanny Morant, Miss Linda Dietz, and 
Miss [da Vernon are each worthy of 
all the honors showered upon  tbem 
nightly by the audience. Miss Morant 
presents a noble, dignified picture of the Baron- 
ess. She is a queenly woman, whose vresence 
commands respect,and her portrayal of the 
proud ladv, whose heaft revolts at the sup- 
posed dishonor done to another, iuspires- ad- 
miration and sympathy. The character of the 
ambitious, intriguing woman of society, tlie wife 
of the Mayor, is admirably interpreted by Miss 
Ida Vernon, who in this, as in most parts allot- 
ted to her, shows the finish and discretion of an 
artist. 

To Miss Linda Dietz is given the role of Mar- 
celle, which is one of the strongest in the 
drdma, and her impersonation throughout is 
truly excellent, taking bold as it does of the 
deepest sympathies of the audience. Miss 
Dietz plays Marcei/e with a subdued pathos and 
a power of emotional expression that one would 
hardly have anticipated from that pale, quiet 
face. Her acting makes one of the most strik- 
ing triumphs in the piece. Miss Varian makes 
a very pretty bride, and, in the only scene where 
she finds a real opportunity for acting, shows 
herself to be fully equal to the occasion. 

Of the remaining parts in this drama it is not 
necessary to say much, except that they are 
generally well represented. There is the jovial 
old uncie Brochat by Mr. Bradshaw, who does 
it well, although it is certainly susceptible of 
better treatment; the foolish, henpecked Mayor, 
who furnishes some of the comedy; the young 
platonic lover, and the young wife whose hus- 
band never appears; and the gentleman who is 
described in the programme as being dead 
broke, all these are represented with sufficient 
care to make a symmetrical performance of a 
highly interesting drama.

Gold was weak at 100% in New York; in Chi- 
cago, New York exchange was sold at 100%, and 
coin at 100%. The day of resumption is now very 
near. Chicago bankers look forward with entire 
confidence in the ability of the Government to 
carry out redemption. Although no arrangements 
dave been made, as far as knowa, for the redemp- 
tion of greembacks in Chicago, inquiry among the 
Chicago banks fails to discover thai any of them 
will send on their legal -tenders to New York for re- 
demption. It would not pay. The express charges 
on the currency one way, and on the gold back again, 
would make the operation too costly. The gold 
when obtained would be of no more use than the 
greenbacks. There will after resumption, as now. 
be a small counter demand for coin, bu: it will not 
be large enough to cut any figure in resumption. 

In some New York financial circles there is an ex- 

tion of coming stringency in the money mar- 
ket this month. This opinion, the New York 
Times says, is doubtless altogether due to the ap- 
prehensions which exist thut the proposed resump- 
tion of specie payments may not be attended with 
success. italists who entertain these views 
will, of course, naturally be desirous of keep- 
ing ther money within easy reach on 
the approach of what they consider 
likely to prove a monetary crisis. 
The weakening course of the premium does not 
sustain the boast of the gold conepirators when 
they put up gold to 100%, chat they could handle 
$40, 000, 000 to $50. 000, 000 of gold and upset the 
plans of the Government for resumption. 

Government bonds were rather inactive, com- 
pared with the figures of business last week, and 
prices were weak. 

Poreign exchatge was dull. There was only a 
moderate supply of bills. Grain bills were 479%, 
currency. The posted rates for sterling were 482 
and 486%. and the actual rates 481K and 485%. 

Consols opened at 94 3-16, and remained at that 
price all day. The Paii-Mali Gazette says:

The de- 
mand for loans was moderate, and rates remained 
at 6@10 per cent. The country orders for currency 
were light, indicating lighter receipts of stuff in 
the near future.

There was not quite so much strength in produce 
circles yesterday as previously, but generally a 
steady feeling. Wheat wasa shade easier in the 
latter partof the session. Corn was stronger on 
May, but the early advance was not sustained, be- 
ing suspected to be the result of a plan to artif- 
cially stimulate the market, Oats were firmer, 
barley easier, and provisions and hogs exhibited 
little change. We note thatreceipts of wheat at 
winter wheat points were small, and a good many 
operators seemed prepared to see a further advance 
here, but not disposed to invest extensively on the 
strength of it. The Keene deal was not much re- 
ferred to on the floor, thongh many people outside 
had their mouths fall of it. There was some talk 
about chartering vessels to be in port all winter, 
and one steamer was reported to have engaged to 
start for Buffaio to-day with a cargo of wheat. 

The demand for staple and fancy dry goods con- 
tinues moderate. Buyers are only ordering as the 
necessities of current trade may require, and the 
daily sales do not make a very imposing aggregate. 
Prices are steady. lu the grocery market there 
was fair activity forthe time of year. Interior 
merchants are ordering freely of staple and side- 
goods, and the tone of the market is healthy. Java 
coffees were firmer, and New Orleans molasses was 
also reported stronger. In the dried-fruit market 
there were no changes worthy of note, trade con- 
tinuing good at nominally steady prices. Fish 
remain quietand about steady. No change was 
visible in the butter market. Cheese was again 
quoted dull, and prices were rather lower, choice 
full cream being offered at 8c. Oils ruled steady. 
There were no quotable changes. Leather was 
dull. Coal met wito a light demand at former 
prices. 

Lumber at the yards was steady under a moder- 
ate inquiry, and many dealers are still occupied in 
filling old orders. The cargo supply wus light, 
and several loads sold readily. The season is 
practically over, but straggling cargoes may beg 
expected till the lumber ports are effectually ciosed 
to vessels. Broom-corn, wool, and hay showed no 
change. Hides were in fairdemand. The sales 
of seeds were light, chieflyon account of the 
meagre offerings, for there was a good inquiry for 
timothy and clover, Flax was dull and weak. 
The potato market was quiet and firm. Green 
fruits exhibited no change. Dealers were filling 
mall country and local orders. The receipts are 
dwindling. The poultry sellers reported a slow 
trade at irregular and uisatisfactory prices.

Remember, too 
they would not do either of the above unless I 
would not only restate all the conditions of 
health, et., etc., were the same as when I in- 
sured seven vears ago (no allowance now made 
for age), but | must in addition agree, if they 
issued the paid-up policies, they should become 
void if my health became impaired by narcotic 
or alcoholic stimulants, or I commit suicide, 
sabe or insane.

1 baa complied in due form 
with all the stipuiations and conditions of my 
application and policies as they required 
(when they were issued seven years ago), 
paid assessments when due, and by these condi- 
tions I have paid out over $2,000, and by these 
conditions | shall try what legal virtue there 
may be in this contract, within the next sixty 
days, unless the Company do equitably adjust 
the claims I have a right to demand. For 
nearly one year they have refused to verify 
their promises made to me; but gladly will 
they wive the reserve that belongs to me to any 
new man that will take my place, by diecount- 
ing to him 30 per cent on what it cost all the 
old ‘members to insure. Why! Because “a 
living dog is better than a dead lion, and, as 
every dog has his dav,” thev in turn will make 
the best use of him they can to help build up

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| THE COURTS. 


Some Interesting Points in Mercantile 
Law Decided. 


Record of Judgments, New Suits, Bank- 
ruptey Business, Ete. 


The opinion of the Appellate Court in the 
case of J. J. McDermid et al. va. T. D. Cotton 
was filed yesterday. The case was a suit 
brought by appellee to recover $425 in money 
placed In their hands to be used in payment of 
margins on grain, and he recovered judgment in 
the County Court, from which the defendants 
appealed. It seems that in December, 1877, 
Cotton, being a resident of Nebraska, and desir- 
ous of making a little money on the Board of 
Trade in a gentlemanly way, telegraphed the 
defendants to buy him 5,000 bushel of December 
barley when they thought it bad reached 
the lowest point. They, however, declined to 
use their discretion, ag they knew by sad expe- 
rience that if he proved a loser he migh throw 
the blame on them, and wrote him to that effect. 
He then ordered them to buy 5,000 bushels De- 
cember barley, and to do their best for bim. 
They, however, thinking it would be more ad- 
vantageous for him, bought January grain. 
When Cotton heard of their purchase he 
promptly repudiated it. Barley declind, and 
they lost, and made outa bill for $425, the 
amount he had deposited with them. He 
claimed be was not bound by their purchase, 
thev not having fulfilled his orders, and brought 
suit torecover the sum deposited for margins. 

The Appellate Court said it was a plain and 
unquestionable principle of law that an agent 
was bound to pursue the orders of hie principal, 
and was answerable for any injury consequent 
on his departure therefrom, however fair might 
have been his motives for such departure. 
When bis power was limited by instructions, he 
was bound to follow such instructions, and if he 
deviated therefrom, though with a view to his 
employer’s interests, he would be liable for the 
consequences. If loss ensued, it furnished 
no defense to him that he intended 
to benefit his principal ; and, on 
the other hand, if he thereby obtained 
an advantage, or made a profit, he would not 
be allowed to retain it, but must account to his 

rincipal for the whole, notwithstandiog he 

re the risk uf failure. The appellants in the 
present case were strictly limited by their in- 
structions. Purchasing January baricy was a 
material departure from their instructions, and 
they had no power to bind their principal there- 
by. They expressly declined to use any discre- 
tion, and asked for specific orders, which they 
received. It was no defense that the purchase of 
January barley was just as advantageous to Cot- 
ton. He could not be compelled on such grounds 
to receive at the hands of his agents an article 
which he had not authorized them to purchase 
for him. The judgment of the court below in 
his favor would therefore be affirmed. 

A QUESTION OF COMMERCIAL LAW. 

The case of Harrison, Havemayer & Co., of 
Philadelphia. ve. W. J. Quahn & Co., of this city, 
tried yesterday before Judge Blodgett, involved 
a question of commercial law of some in- 
terest. The plaintiffs sold to the de- 
fendants in July, 1877, fifty barrels of 
„B sugar through their agent named 
Raymond, resident here. The memorandum of 
sale, or sale-note, was in these words as to 
terms: “35 fr. arrival, 9% Phila.,’’ meaning 
that the sugar was to be paid for in tbirty- 
five days after arrival, and the price was nive 
and three-quarter cents in Philadelphia. Ray- 
mond sent the order onto bis principal, and 
the sugar was forwarded by the Union Star 
Line. It reached Pittsburg at the time of the 
riots, and was there destroyed in the fire. The 
sugar men then began a suit to recover the value 
of the sugar. claiming that when it had been de- 
livered to the Star Live their responsibility 
ceased, and the defendauts were liable. 

‘the defendants claimed that from the terms 
of the contract and the customs of the trade 
here in Chicago the sugar was to arrive 
here, be examined to see it it agreed with the 
sample, and that no liability arose until it had 
arrived, and was found to be in accordance with 
the contract. Judge Blodgett so held, and 
directed the jury to finda verdict in favor of 
the defendants, which they did. Messrs. Ten- 
neys, Flower & Abercrombie appeared for the 
plaintiffs, and Fairchud & Blackman for the 
defendants. 

Immediately after this trouble, the plaintiffs 
adopted a new style of sale-note, making pay- 
ments due in thirty-five days after shipment 
instead of arrival. The case is quite a novel 
une, only one or two authorities being found on 
the point.

Paul de Cassagnac’s Duels. 

The Paris Gawiois, in giving an account of the 
seventeen duels and other achievements of Paul 
de Cassaguac, relates this of nis encounter with 
Arelier Scholl: The highroad to St. Denis 
was the spot selected, 2 o’clock in the afternoon 
the time. A crowd quickly assembled, and the 
combatants were about to commence when a 
gendarme made his appearance. However, in- 
stcad of making an arrest, the executive officer 
drew his sword, and addressing himself to the 
spectators, cried, “ Hats off, gentlemen! When 
there is fighting in Fran°e one uncovers.” 
Poor Scholl received a terrible wound, but he is 
still alive and well, on excellent terms with his 
old adversary, and editor of the Voltaire. M. 
De Caspagnac then tought Heuri Rochefort, aud 
afterward his own cousin, Lissagaray, who did 
all he could to kill the Imperialist champion. 
After baving been touched four times in the 
face, Lissagaray lost his head and flung bimself 
ov the sword of his adversary. He had hardly 
recovered when he again challenged M. Paul de 
Cassagnac, who refused s second meeting in the 
following terms: Since 1 fought with you 
and left you riddled like a strainer in the gar- 
den at Vesinet, I have reflected that it is suffl- 
cient to have been your adversary, and that it is 
useless to become pour charcutier (pork butch- 
er).“ Victor Noir, who was afterward shot

The disbursements of the City Treasury 
yesterday amounted to about 513.

Both are old ana efficient police - 
men, and some carefal, skillful, ana effective 
work is expected from them by the authorities. 


Justice Sammerfield yesterday issued a 
warrant forthe arrest of Mike McDonald for sell- 
ing bquors without a license, returnable Tuesday 
morning at 9 o'clock. sSuperintenflent Seavey has 
consulted the Law Department, and has been as- 
sured that he has the legal right to go ahead in bis 
proceedings aguinst Mike. if he does not prose- 
cute him to the full extent of the law, he is not the 
man he has thus far given promise of being, not- 
withstanding ** Mme das the support of many 
men who would naturally be expected to eustain 
the city authorities in their endeavors to maintain 
law and order. Amongthe latter might be men- 
tioned the names of certain officials who hada 
hand in framing the ordinance which, it is claimed 
by the Police Department, Mike McDonald has 
violated and is persistently continuing to violate. 


According to the report of the Health Of- 
ficer, 868 nuisances were abated during the month 
of Novemoer; 16,839 pounds of meat were con- 
demued; 165 dead horses were removed from the 
streets; 7 dead cattle, 185 dogs, 42 calves, 28 cats 
and chickens, and 36 quarters of beef were aleo 
cisposed of. The total cost of day scavanger work 
for the month was $1,211. The report of vital 
statistics shows taat there were 591 deaths in the 
city during the month. of which convuisions fur- 
nished 65; croup, 35; diphtheria, 54; scarlet 
fever, 14; gastritie, 11; inanition, 16; 
Bright's disease of the kidneys, 11; meningitis, 
11; old age, 18; phthisis pulmonalis, 60; and 
pneumonia, 34, There were 70 still and 9 prema- 
ture births. There was an increase of 68 deaths 
over the corresponding month in 1877, and an in- 
crease of 4 over the preceding mouth, Under 1 
year there were 145 deaths; between 1 and 2 
years 48.

From a telegram received in the city 
yesterday, it appears that the Secretary of the 
Treasury has rescinded the order of July in refer- 
ence to damage allowance, which required, as a 
preliminary. the opening of every package and the 
inspection of its contents. Previous to that time 
the practice at Kastern ports had been to open one 
package im ten, which enabled importers to 
swindie the Government out of thousands of dol- 
lars. The Bingham-Hinds Commission discovered 
the steal, and recommended that the practice be 
abolished. Secretary Sherman issued a peremptory 
order to the Appraiser of New York, directing 
him to see that the regulations were literally car- 
ried out,—that no damage allowance be made in 
any case without an examimation of every package 
uvon which it was claimed. This worked well. for 
the Appraiser reported that in August of 1878 
thore was a falling off of 38 per cent in the applica- 
tions Compared with August of 1877. The resemd- 
ing of the July order reinstates the old practice, 
which Mr. Sherman denounced as traught with ex- 
treme danger to the revenue, and said ought to be 
abolished. 


The caucus to sette on who shall hold the 
positions in the gift of the Board will be held to- 
morrow.

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NORTH CHICAGO TAXES, 
FORGING THE COLLECTOR’S NAME. 

Rumors have been in circulation of late to the 
effect that there were certain funny things in 
connection withthe collection of taxes on the 
North Side last spring, the result of the alleged 
dauer“ practices being that several people who 
innocently supposed they had paid their taxes and 
held Collector Miller’s receipt therefor were ae- 
tonished to jearn subsequently that their property 
had been sold at tax-sale, and that the supposed 
receipts were nothing more nor less than bogus, 
the Collector's name thereto having been forged by 
asubordinate. The matter has leaked out by de- 
grees, —as such things always do, —and the story ,ot 
about town yesterday-that the amount of the for- 
Cortes was indeed something formidable. One 
real-estate agent, Mr. F. E. Staniecy, gave an in- 
stance where three receipts had been doctored 
so as to look genuine, and the money 
paid over by the taxpayer to the subordinate, 
the taxpayer subsequently discovering tac fraud 
when he happened to ascertain one day that his 

roperty had been sold at the delinquent tax-sale. 
The amount of the three receipts. as Mr. Stanicy 
recollected, was some $85, but he did not think the 
enbordinate in question realized, all told, out 
of all the gullible cases he picked up. more than 
$150. It was rumored, moreover, that a certain furni- 
ture-dealer had, as he supposed. paid his persona!- 
property tax to the rignt man by giving him a cer- 
tain costly and elegant piece of furniture, and 
that he, too, subsequently discovered that he had 
been taken in when he learned thatthe County 
Treasurer had him down as a delinquent. The 
latest accretion to the general rumor was that the 
smart subordinate had forged Collector Miller's 
name to a check for $300, on which he received the 
money. 

Of course the pores thing to do was to nunt up 
the Collector, who was found at his residence, No. 
G57 North Clark street. is story was, in brief, 
that the knavish subordinate was a young gentle- 
man with the unusual cognomen of Otto Senfleben, 
who had been employed in his office as acierk to 
write up the records. Mr. Miller supposed him to 
be all right, never having heard anything to the 
contrary. After the dclinquent tax-list came out, 
however, he discovered that the enterprising Otto 
had deceived him, and he had to foot the bill him- 
self, asa matter of course. There were bat three 
of these forged receipts, as far as he had 
learned, and the whole amount thereon did not 
exceed $50 or $60. The property, on which the 
owner supposed he had paid his taxes, was bougnt 
at tax-sale by a Mr, Mills. Mr. Miller ascertained 
this fact in the course of events, went to Mr. Stan- 
ley, and made good the amount of the reccipts. 
As to the story about the furniture-dealer, he had 
never heard anything of it. That iu regard to the 
forgery of the check was correct. Senfleben 
forged his (Mr. Miller's) name toa ct.eck for $300 
on the Merchants’ Savings, Loan, and Trust Com- 
pany. presented the same and got the money, and 
the bank, when the forgery was discovered, of 
course had to make it good. This was after he 
finishea his collections and had turned the books 
over to the County Treasurer. As usual, the pecu- 
later got away before his wrongdoing was discov- 
ered, and Mr. Miller hasn't heard from him since, 
even to this day. 
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COURT- HOUSE BON DS.

“FAT STOCK. 


Further List of Premiums—A Grand Caval- 
cade To-Night. 

The fat-stock show was marked by a largely 
increased attendance yesterday over the day be- 
fore. The visitors came early, and many of 
them remained tnrough the day and watched 
the exhibition in the rings with a great deal of 


interest. The Sheep and Hog Committees were 
at work yesterday, but they have as yet made no 
report of their deliberations. All the entries 
are in and closed, and most of the premiums 
ba ve been awarded, so visitors to-day and during 
the remainder of the exhibition will have 
a chance to see some of the best fat stock in 
America, including the Canadas, and will be 
able to pick out the choicest of this large col- 
lection, according to the judgment of the Com- 
mittees, without trouble. : 

To-night there will be a 

GRAND CAVALCADE, 

composed of all the premium stock, which will 
march around the Exposition Building with 
a brass dand at the head. This will 
doubtless prove a great attraction, and, 
as some of the sheep are scarcely able 
to stand under their load of flesh, 
and most of the swine are compelled to lic upon 
their sides while feeding, the band will be 
obliged to play a funeral march in order to ac- 
commodate the procession. Imagine seven or 
eucnt fat hogs, weighing 800 pounds apiece, tot- 
tering around the building to siow music, with 
an owner and an assistant holding to each and 
every car as leaders of the dance, There will 
doubtless be iuo in it, and they will have to 
start early in the evening in order to get around 
before morning. 

Tne rules governing the judgment of the 
Committee on Cattle are giveu in the report, so 
that the casual observer may know why an 
animal of apparently inferior grade is marked 
witha blue ribbon. The following is a detailed 
account of yesterday’s work of 

THE COMMITTEE ON CATTLE. 

In the ring for Short-Horn cows 3 vears old 
and upward there were six entries, The first 

remium was awarded to J. Baugh & Son, of 
— Institute, Ind., on an animal 1,721 
days old, weighing 2,075—showing a gain of 1.20 
pounds per day siuce birth. 

The second premium was awarded to J. N. 
Brown’s Sous, Berlia, III., un an animal 1,188 
days old, weighing 1,285 pounds—a gain of 1.08 
pounds per day since birth. 

This was avery uneven ring both in size, 
form, and general appearance, with great dis- 
parity as to age, which ranged from 1,188 to 
4,239 days. Several of the cows, haviug been 
breeders for years, were uneven and patched 
with a poorer Leer of flesh. The animals 
generally n 0 fine points ia 
the head and outlive of carcass 
of the thoroughbred Short-Horns. The 
first-oremium cow, Superior Sth, was a 
massive, square, heavy-set red cow, evenly fat- 
ted and finely proportioned throughout, with 
fine bone, small head, good back, and thick join, 
flesh firm and mellow, and well matured. The 
second-premium cow, Illustrious 8th, was not as 
fat as the first-prize cow, but very fine in bone, 
with short neck, peat, small head, broad in 
back, good in loin, square built, and rather un- 
der-sized, good haudiler, and well covered with 
desirable flesh. 

LN THE RING FOR HERFORD STEERS, 
4-year-vlds and over. Lot 2—the first premium 
was awarded to T. S. Miller, of Beecher, III., on 
an animal 2,092 days old, weighing 2,010 pounds, 
showing an average gain of .75 pounds. 

The only steer entered in this ring was not a 
creditable representation of the breed, and iu a 
medium ring of even, well-fatted Herford steers 
would not have received a premium; but being 
in good flesh, and presenting other desirable 
qualities, with a good distribution of meat in 
the better cuts, was deemed worthy of 
a premium. The drooping rump, with licht 
hind quarter, when compared with the heavy 
fore quarter, Was noticeabie, as well as the 
large bone and coarseness in head and horns. 
The heavy, hard, taick hide, the general appear- 
ance and handling of the steer, impressed the 
Committee that the animal was but little better 
than a fair beef animal. 

Tne Herford breed of cattic have but one feat- 
ure: red with white patches, and faced with 
white; cousequeutly no description is given in 
this class. 

The ring for Herford steers, 3 years old and 
under 4. 

The first premium was awarded to T. L. Mil- 
ler, Beecher, III., on a steer 1,336 days old, and 
weighing 1,705 pounds, showing an average 
gain per day of 1.20 pounds. 

The second premium was awarded to William 
Powell, of Beecher, on steer 1,355 days old. and 
weighing 1,760 pounds, the average gain per day 
being 1.29 pounds. 

The tirs: premium steer was well developed 
for age, very smooth thoroughbred, with should 
er point and hip bone well covered; a neat 
head; very short neck; small in bone; well pro- 
portioned throughout, with good broad back 
and excellent loin; even tov and bottom 
lines; well quartered; flesh solid, mellow, well 
matured and evenly distributed. and considered 
first-class ip carcass; a beef that would cut to 
the best. profit to the butcher. 

The second premium steer was a superior 
beef animal, not quite as neat as the first prize 
steer, rather deficient in loin, head, and neck, 
coarser, heavier in bone, not quite as blocky 
but was well-proportioned in quarters, an 
equally as fat as the first steer, out his flesh 
not as solid and mellow. 

The ring for Herford steers 2 and under 8 
years of age showed but one entry. 

The first premium was awarded to T. L. M- 
ler, Beecher, III., an animal 1,080 days old, 
weighing 1,470, showing a gain of 1.36 pounds 
per day since birth. 

This steer showed a remarkabie growth and 
early maturity, and presented the good qua li- 
ties of a profitable steer for the buteber. Crit- 
ieaily, the hind quarter might be considered a 
shade light when compared with the heavy 
front quarter. The fine head, short neck, good, 
straight back, and deep loin, with small bone, 
and fiesh of excellent quality, as indicated py 
the handling, gives assurance that the animal 
will dress a very large proportion of good meat 
to the gross weight.
